‘PICKING OF CHIEFS 
* OUTSTANDING EVIL 


Under . Political Control, 
Average Service Is Less 
Than Three Years — 
Shakeups in Force Follow

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—A re- 


port on “Police” by the Wicker- 
sham Commission, made public to- 
day at the White House, gives a 
shocking picture of police corrup- 


tion and incompetence. The ypub- 
lic, says the commission, has lost 
confidence in a system whose glar- 
ing defects “too generally leave the 
citizen helpless in the hands of 
the criminal class.” 

The report is based in large part 
on a study made for the comnnis- 
sion by David G. Monroe and Earle 
W. Garrett, research assistants in 
the department of political science 
of the University of Chicago, **ho 
worked under the direction of Au- 
gust Vollmer, professor of police 
administration in that university 


Doctors’ Bulletin. 

The following bulletin was is- 
sued, signed by Dr. Frederick M. 
Allen, Morristown, N. J., and Dr. 
Hubert S. Howe and Williafp R, 
Williams, both of New York City. 

“Mr. Edison has been failing in 
health since his return from 
Florida six weeks ago. He is suf- 
fering from chronic nephritis and 
diabetes. The diabetic condition 
is now under control and the kid- 
ney trouble seems improved as 
compared with a week ago. 

“This afternoon he _ suffered 
from a sudden collapse, but at 
present he has recovered from 
this and is resting quietly.”

“Critically lll,”’ Son Says. 

Charles Edison, son of the in- 
ventor, told intimate associates 
during the afternoon that his fa- 
ther was ‘“‘critically ill,’ -and it 
then was learned that Mr. Edi- 
son’s usual afternoon automobile 
ride had been canceled. 

John Sloane, son-in-law “of Mr. 
Edison, said the inventor had been 
up and about “a few hours’’ each 
day recently, but neighbors said 
when he went motoring in the last 
19 days it was necessary to carry 
him to the machine. 

News of Edison’s condition was 
carefully guarded at his home, 
situated in Llewellyn Park, a a 
stricted residential district.

Feebler on Return from 
Upon arriving from Fort Myers,

These investigators, whose find- 
ings are attached to the report and 
commended to city officials and 
the public as a practical guide to 
the improvement of police sys- 
tems, stress the “interaction of 
gSnbster polities and the police serv- 
ices’ in producing an intolerable 
state of lawlessness. 

Policemen “Intellectually Unfit.” 

The 12,000 homicides in this 
country last year, say the investi- 
gators, make up “an astounding 
record of reckless disregard for 
life, unparalleled in t history of 
the world.” 

They assert, on the basis of in- 
telligence tests of selected groups, 
that more than 75 per cent of the 
policemen of the country are in- 
tellectually unfit for police duty. 

“Nearly all the large cities,”’ thes 
report, “suffer from an _ alliance 
between politicians and criminals 
For example, Los Angeles was con- 
trolled by a few gamblers for a 
number of years. San Franciscc 
suffered similarly some years ago, 
and at one period in its history 
was so completely dominated by 
the gamblers that three prominent 
gamblers who were in control of 
the politics of the city and who 
quarreled about the appointment 
of the Police Chief settled their 
quarrel by shaking dice to deter- 
mine who would name the Chief 
for the first two years, who for the 
second two years and who for the 
third. 

“Recently the gamblers were 
driven out of Detroit by the com- 
missioner. These gamblers were 
strong enough politically to oust 
this commissioner from office de- 
spite the fact that he was recog- 
nized by police chiefs as one of the 
strongest and ablest police execu- 
tives in America. 

Vice Ring in Kansas City. 

“For a number of years Kansas 
City, Mo., was controlled by a vice 
ring and no interference with their 
enterprises was tolerated. Chicago, 
despite its unenviable reputation, is 
but one of numerous cities where 
the people have recently been be- 
trayed by their elected officials.” 

In the view of the commission, 
the outstanding evil in the present 
system is the short and insccure 
term of the Chief of Police and his 
subjection to political control. The 
commission found that in ten cities 
of more than 500,000 population 
the average service of the chief 
was 2.41 years. Chicago had 14 
chiefs in 30 years. 

Pointing out that the brief term 
of the Chief is invariably followed 
by a shakeup in the force, the com- 
mission says that any important 
corporate business conducted with 
such short terms of service by its 
executive officials and responsible 
subordinates would soon become 
bankrupt. 

The appointment of the Chief, 
says the report, is usually made on 
political grounds without regard to 
competency. 

“The Chief,” it continues, “knows 
perfectly well to whom he owes his 
appointment; he knows” when he 
accepts office that he must, in the 
administration of it, yield the inter- 
est of the public in the prosecution 
of criminals with political alliances 
to the powerful protection of his 
own patrons. If he desires to re- 
tain office he must be cautious to 
heed the admonitions of his patrons

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Bank of 
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England made two announcements 
this afternoon which are regarded 
in British financial circles as of 
the highest possible importance in 
connection with the world’s dis- 
turbed monetary position. 

The first was that the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York and 
the Bank of France each had 
granted the Bank of England a 
credit of £25,000,000 (about $125,- 
000,000). The second was that the 
British Treasury had authorized 
the Bank of England to increase its 
fiduciary note issue by £15,000,000 
(about $75,000,000), for three 
weeks, 

The fiduciary issue, which is that 
part of the Bank of England's note 
issue against which the bank does 
not hold gold in its vaults, is thus 
raised to £275,000,000 (about $L- 
370,000,000), instead of £260,000,- 
000 (about $1,300,000,000)), which 
up to today was the highest figure 
authorized by law. 

The rate of interest on the 
American and French credits was 
not officially stated, but it is un- 
derstood to be 3% per cent. 

News Warmly Received. 

Both announcements were warm- 
ly received in banking, financial 
and commercial circles. 

The new credit is regarded as 
an instrument which will put a 
decisive stop to the flow of gold 
from London, especially toward 
France. 

The Bank of England, it was 
explained, has left large amounts 
of gold in Germany to assist the 
rehabilitation of that country. If 
it were exposed at the same time 
to constant gold withdrawals by 
France, its position sooner or later 
would become untenable. 

From this point of view the ao- 
tion of the Bank of France and 
the Federal Reserve Bank is re- 
garded as a tripartite agreement 
to maintain the German financial 
structure rather than as a move 
to “save British finance.” 

In their larger aspect, the cred- 
its which were negotiated at Paris 
by Sir Robert Kindersley, a director 
of the Bank of England, are re- 
garded as certain to have a widely 
beneficial psychological effect. 

World Benefit Expected. 

Not only is‘it felt that the nerv- 
Ousness caused by recent bullion 
movements and the consequent un- 
certainty regarding the position of 
the pound will be removed, but it 
also is believed that the action by 
the three banks is an illustration 
of co-operation which will have 
excellent reactions through the 
whole world of finance. 

The increase in the _ fiduciary 
issue was welcomed as releasing 
for use as credits “‘frozen’’ money 
which otherwise would have had 
to remain in the bank’s vaults as 
backing for notes. 

The August currency demands, 
however, are regarded as the im- 
mediate cause of the Treasury's 
action. At the end of the three 
weeks’ period it is expected the 
August notes will have returned 
from circulation and the bank will 
have been enabled to increase its 
gold stock. ’ 


Paris Press Sees Desire for Co-Op- 
eration in Credit Extension.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The action of 
the Bank of France in joining the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
in Opening a credit in favor of the 
Bank of England was hailed by the 
French Press tonight as proof ofa 
desire for closer co-operation by 
France with her wortime ally.

U.S. DROUTH RELIEF 
PROGRAM STARTED 


Agriculture Department Calls 
on Governors of Six West- 
ern States to Co-operate. 


By the Associsted Press. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Gover- 
sors of Northwestern and Central 
States, stricken by drouth and 
grasshoppers, were called on today 
to aid in marshalling state and 
Federal forces to relieve present 


and future distress. 


George L. Hoffman, director of 
the Agriculture Department’s seed 


loan office, dispatched telegrams to 
the chief executives of Montana, 


North and South Dakota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Minnesota enlisting 
their assistance in determining 
their needs for Government funds 
to meet the situation. 

At the request of President Hoo- 
ver, the—department already has 
begun a survey through county 
agents which is expected to show 
what relief is necessary for the re- 
mainder of the summer and next 
winter. 

Drouth in North Dakota and 
Montana brought about reopening 
of the Government emergency 
drouth loan in thase states on July 
1. More than $80,000 has been 
lent, chiefly in North Dakota. 

As a result of the widespread 
drouth in 1930, Congress appropri- 
ated $65,000,000 for loans to en- 
able planting of new crops in more 
than 20 states. The sum of $20,- 
000,000 was set aside for “farm re- 
habilitation,” and it is from this 
fund that aid will now be extended 
in the Northwestern and Central 
States. About $15,000,000 remains, 

Reports reaching the department 
from the Northwest were that local 
credit is unavailable to farmers. 

The survey will show if loans 
must be made immediately for the 
purchase of feed for livestock, or 
whether they can be deferred until 
fall, when it would be necessary to 
buy feed for the winter months. 

Department entomologists said 
the need for money to buy poison 
was cute if the grasshoppers were 
to be conquered. 


Grasshopper Situation Not Yet 
Alarming in Missouri. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 1.— 
Grasshoppers are doing consider- 
able damage in Missouri, but the 
“alarm- 
ing,”’ Dr. K. C. Sullivan, Plant 
Commissioner for the State Board 

of Agriculture, said today. 

Most serious damage is being 
done in Western and West Central 
counties. The insects are attacking 
pasture lands, corn fields aiong 
the fence rows and waste spots, 
and in some sections are eating the 
foliage of fruit trees, Sullivan re- 
ported. 

Poison is being uséd extensively 
in Johnson, Boone, Lafayette, Sa- 
line and other counties where the 
damage is becoming serious. 

Conditions last winter and this 
year have been particularly favor- 
able for grasshopper development, 
said the Commissioner. As the 
grasshoppers get larger, they do 
more damage. * As one of the in- 
sects will eat three times his weight 
in one day. 

Sullivan said it was the worst 
grasshopper year in Missouri! since 
1913.

Immediately after the 
disclosure at Chicago, Attorney- 
General Mitchell refused to discuss 
the subject with reporters on the 
ground that “it would be uneth- 
ical and improper to comment on 
a case while it is pending.” After 
Capone changed his plea, the At- 
torney General was found to have 
departed on a weekend vacation, 
and at his office today it was stat- 
ed that not even his private secre- 
tary knew where he had gone. 

Senator Caraway said it “‘would 


_be better to have Capone escape 
which broke out earlier today asj| 


altogether than have it appear that, 
after years of law violations out 
of which he has grown rich and 
powerful, he is able to negotiate 
with the Government as an equal.” 
“TI cannot imagine any Govern- 
ment with any self-respect consent- 
ing to negotiate with a man who 
habitually violates the law: for 
profit,” he continued. ‘He should 
be compelled to plead either guilty 
or not guilty, and take his chances 
with a judge or jury. To com- 
promise with such a man cheapens 
the whole processes of justice.. 
Would Not Bargain With Poor. 
“Everyone knows that if Capone 
was a routine criminal, poor ana 
friendless, the great Government of 
the United States would not think or 
bargaining with him over the terms 
of his punishment. It is all the 
more important that a notorious 
hoodlum like Capone, rich and 
powerful, should be compelled to 
face the processes of justice in the 
regular way. The spectacle re- 
vealed at Chicago tends to bring 
our whole system of justice ints 
contempt, and it is to be regretted.” 
Through official sources at the

Indian Leader Will Travel in 
Steerage to London. 
Conference.

BOMBAY, India, Aug. 1.—When 
Mahatma Gandhi sails two weeks 
hence as a steerage passenger for 
the London round-table confer- 
ence he will not take a suit case, a 
tooth rush, a coat or a hat. His 
only baggage will be two goats, a 
spinning wheel, a spare loin /cloth 
and a copy of Thoreau's essay on

three weeks of the voyage and 
during the conference.

orders to go easy on this or that 
criminal or criminal gang who are 
in alliance with his patrons. 

“The public have long n 
sickened by the usual formula 
riodically issued from the Mayor's 
office, whenever there is a change 
in that office, that the new Chief 
has received orders to heed no one 
in the discharge of his duties, but 
fearlessly to protect the public 
against the criminal. They know 
from experience that it is not true, 
and if the Chief were to follow 
such reputed direction his term 
would be very much shorter than 
2.41 years. 

“Not infrequently the Chief is 
wholly incompetent to discharge 
the onerous duties of his, position, 
He may lack experience, executive 
ability, character, integrity or the 
confidence of his force, or all of 
them put together. We have the 
classic instance where the Mayor 
of a large city amnounced publicly 
that he had appointed his tailor as 
Chief of Police because he had 
been his tailor for 20 years and he 
knew he had been a good tailor 
and so necessarily would make a 
good Chief of Police.” 

The city referred to here is In- 
dianapolis. 

The commission names Milwau- 
kee as an honorable exception to 
the rule of police subserviency to 
the politicians. Its compartively 
excellent record %m the detection 
and prosecution of crime is attrib- 
uted by its citizens, the report 
says, to the fact that the city in 
46 years has had only two Chiefs 
of Police. 

Dealing more in detail with the 
remarkable case of Milwaukee, the. 
supplemental repervs say the Chief 
is amply protected by law against

removal without sufficient cause. 
A Police Chief years ago defied the | 
politicians there and was deposed. | 
The courts restored him to his} 
post, and since that time, the re- | 
port says, the office has been free | 
from the dictation of spoils seek- | 
ers. 

Politics and Civil Service. 

The next greatest evii to that of | 
domination of the Chief by politica] | 
interests, the commission says, is! 
the “lack of competent, efficient } 
and honest patrolmen and subor- 
dinate officers.” Selection of pa- | 
trolmen is “by favoritism because | 
of partisan political activities or by ' 
civil service examinations, which | 
can only remotely make certain of 
their qualifications.” Promotion is 
likely to be dictated by politicians 
whose private interests are to be 
subserved, and even when civil 
service examinations are held “the 
hand of the politician is all too 
plainly visible.” 

*“Patrolmen,” says the commis- 
sion, ‘‘all have political backing to 
get their positions, and they look | 
to it for retention and promotion in | 
the service, and from that source 
must come the commanding offi-| 
cers and nearly always the chief. 
Inefficient, dishonest, incompetent | 
patrolmen and those incapacitated 
by age are too often retained on 
the force, to its prejudice and that. 
of the public to be served.” | 
The third great defect in our po- | 
lice administration. the commission | 
continues, is the lack of an effi- | 
cient communications system and 
of the necessary motor equipment | 
for the pursuit of criminals. It is! 
pointed out that the police now 
have to deal with highly organized | 
gangs of criminals, often under) 
astute leadership and possessed of 
the latest scientific devices. To, 
cope with modern criminal meth- | 
ods, the police should have both 
teletype and radio equipment to 
spread the news of crimes and de-| 
scriptions of criminais. 

Value of Wireless. 
Detroit's use of the wireless is 
cited as a good example for other 
cities. Out of 22,598 broadcasts 
in 1929 the police made 1325 ar- 
rests at an average time of 1 min- 
ute 42 seconds, “frequently get- 
ting the guilty person in the very, 
act of committing his crime.” 

“We venture to state,” the com- | 
mission says, “that with perhaps 
two exceptions, not a sinigle police | 
force of cities above 300,000 popu- | 
lation has an adequate communi- 
cations system and equipment es- | 
sential in these days to meet the | 
criminal on equal terms.” | 

But, the commission proceeds, 
the failure of the police system 
cannot be laid wholly to incom- | 
petence, poor equipment and cor- 
rupt politics. It is partly due 
to the growth in the last half cen- 
tury of the foreign-born popula- | 
tion of the cities and the unwill- 
ingness of the foreigner to expose 
a criminal of hia own race. The 
foreign-born in Chicago, the com- | 
mission peints out by way of show- 
ing the difficulties of the police, 
mumber 842,057, or 24.9 per cent | 
of the population. | 

For Secret Detective Force. 


Police Department of each of the 
large cities should have a greater 
number of men speaking the lan- 
guage and familiar with the cul- 
tural background of the foreign 
groups. It recommends a secret 
force of such detectives, known

Foreign Trade Grows. _ « 


The amount of trade which Rus- 
sia carries On with the rest of the 
world is determined by the growth 
of her internal business and by in- 
creased activity due to the faster 
tempo of the Russian worker.

In some of the 
prisons men are kept in their little 
cells for the greater part of the 
24 hours, being taken out for @ 
bit of exercise during the day and 
returned to their cells again.

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What to Do With the Danzig Corridor. 
To the Editor of the PostDispatch: 
] N your issue of July 26, Henry Tuhol- 


ske tries again to justify the cruel 
treatment of Germans in the Danzig Cor- 
ridor by the Polish dictator, Pilsudski. 
He says: : 

Why you should brand Poland as the 
enfant terrible and disturber of Eu- 
rope is quite beyond me. To 
return the Danzig Corridorto Germany 
would not settle the annoying question 
of minorities. Such an act, according 
to Frank Simonds, would merely ex- 
change a German minority of only 200,- 
000,for a Polish one of over 1,000,000. 

Now then, first of all, when the Danzig 
Corridor was given to Poland in 1919, 
she promised faithfully te protect the 
right of the minorities, especially the 
Germans, living within thisterritory. Has 
she kept this promise’? We all know she 
has not. Under the Pilsudski dictator- 
ship, she has been extremely cruel to 
them. 

The question, therefore, arises, What 
is to be done about it? Another ques- 
tion *also comes to my mind, namely: 
Have minorities in Evrope always been 
treated cruelly? As to the latter question, 
let us look to the Republic of Switzer- 
land. There for centuries the German 
majority has given to the French and 
Italian minorities fair treatment and al- 
lowed them to preserve their nationality, 
and these minorities have become satis- 
fied Swiss citizens. Would not Germany, 
then. give to the Polish minority fair 
treatment ?*I believe she gladly would do

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The average Pole in the Danzig Corri- 
dor is a fine character and he likes the 
Germans living there very much, and 
would get along nicely with them if only 
the dictator from Warsaw and his hire- 
lings would Keep out of there.

Separation by Groups

most important. an attempt should | 
be made to give the prisoner inter- | 
ests that will take his mind off 
himself. ‘“‘The answer to the prob- | 
lem lies in education in the broad- | 
est sense of that word.” 

The education now 
American prisons is of 
puerile character. In 13 of the 
state prisons there is no educa- 
tional program at all and in about | 
the same number the work “makes | 
little more than a halting and | 
grudging bow to state laws re- 
quiring that every prisoner shall | 
be given a third or fifth grade} 
education.” In the remainder the 
work is said to have “little signifi- 
cance in spite of the conscientious 
efforts of those in charge and the 
inmates who work under them.” 

he deplorable state of our coun- 
ty jails, the commission says. is too 
well Known to students and. observ- 
ers to require a detailed statement 
of conditions. It contents itself 
with following comment by 
the distinguished German penolo- | 
gist, Dr. Liepmann, who has often 
been quoted approvingly stu- 
dents of the American jail prob- 
lem: 

“There are no words to describe 
the almost m@dieval conditions in | 
the county jails. Usually no dis- 
tinction is made between those. 
who have’ been sentenced and 
those who are awaiting trial and 
who perhaps are Innocent of any | 
offense. The cells can with- 
Out exaggeration be compared to 
stalls for animajs, and at that to | 
neglected stalls that might have | 
been found in country districts at | 
least half a century ago. Further- 
more, ff many cities, the jails are, 
as a regular thing, obliged to re- 
ceive double and triple the num- 
ber of inmates they were built to 
accommodate. One must say 
that the jails are in strikinig con- | 
trast to the kind of institution | 
that one has a right to expect of a /| 
civilized nation of the twentieth | 
century.” 


Labor for Prisoners. | 


Coming to the problem of prison | 
labor systems, the commission de- | 
nounces the barbarities of the lease 
System, Which has now practically 
disappeared, and finds that the 
contract-labor system, in vogue in 
a number of pfisons, is almost as 
odjectionable in practice. The-e| 
are numerous reasons for this con- | 
clusion, among them the fact that | 
the contract-labor system “involves | 
state subsidy of an industry at the 
expense of other privately support- | 
ed industries in the state.” 

The commission warmly com- | 
mends Congress for the passage of | 
the Hawes-Cooper act, which wae | 
vides that convict-made goods | 
shipped outside the state in which | 
they are made shall be subject to | 
the laws of the state in which they | 
are received. The commission pre-% 
dicts that this law, which will be- | 
come effective in 1534, will even- 
tually put an end to the contract- 
labor system in prisons.

Hupp Engineers 
Warn Against Racing 
Automobile Engines 


Few owners realize the detri- 
mental effects often caused by ex<- 
ceasively racing an engine, par- 
ticularly if the car is standing still, 
reports the Hupp Service Burcau, 

“There is no advantage in rac- 
ing an engine while a car is at a 
standstill,” says the statement, ‘‘be- 
cause high speed operation cannot 
be duplicated by racing the engine. 
Many owners and some mechanics 
often race an engine while a car 
is standing still, to warm it up for 
driving. Sometimes a mechanic 
will race the engine at excessive 
speeds to discover whether a car- 
b’retor adjustment has been prop- 
erly made. 

“Some cars may be traveling 69 
miles an hour in high gear while 
the engine is turning over at 3000 
to 3300 revolutions per minute. Yet 
that same engine, with the throttle 
pulled wide open and operating un- 
der no load, will almost instantly 
go up to 4000 and sometimes as 
high as 6000 revolutions per min- 
ute. 

“The tremendous activity of the 
engine parts when thus operated 
without load, the enormous heat 
energy created by this rapid and 
unused acceleration, and the pos- 
s'‘ility of the cooling system not 
being able to keep pace with the 
spasmodic bursts of unloaded en- 
gine speed, may result seriously. 
Scored pistons and cylinders may 
often be traced to such treatment. 

‘When excessive acceleration is 
used in low speed and in second 
gear, few operators realize that 
gasoline is being consumed at a 
rate over and beyond the maximum 
speed in high gear, whereas the 
car may be moving no faster than 
20 to 40 miles an hour.”

Will All Be Free 


Fifteen Experts Will Be On 
. Duty 10 Hours a Day 
From Aug. 10 to 15. 


“Safety Lane,” for the free test- 
ing of automobiles will be opened 
by the St. Louis Automobile Deal- 
ers’ Association at Laclede avenue 
and King’s highway on Monday, 
Aug. 10, at 8 a.m. The purpose of 
this lane is to test, without cost to 
car owners, the headlights, tail 
lights and parking lights, the horn, 
the windshield wiper and rear view 
mirror. Then, with precision ap- 
paratus, the alignment of front and 
erear wheels will be _ tested and 
brakes will be tested on the auto- 


' matic brake tester and the steering 


mecbanisms will be carefully ex- 
amined. Both passenger cars and 
trucks will be examined. 

If all is found correst, an “O K” 
sticker will be given to the driver 
of the car to put on his windshield. 
If not, he will be told what is 
wrong, whether it be brakes or 
steering mechanism or lamps, and 
told to have them fixed at a shop 
of his own selection. When he re- 
turns with them fixed he will be 
given -an “O K” sticker for his 
windshield.

Mechinacal apparatus for testing 
will be under the direction of 
Joseph Haenny of the Weaver 
Manufacturing Co., builder of pre- 
cision testing apparatus, and the 
entire Safety Lane direction will be 
in charge of Maj. Robert E. Lee, 
manager of the St. Louis Automo- 
bile Dealers’ Association. 

The Safety Lane will be open 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. Monday, 
Aug. 10, to Saturday, Aug. 15, in- 
clusive. All inspections will be free 
of charge fo any motorist. I€ is ex- 
pected that 300 and 400 automo- 
biles per day will be inspected at 
the Safety Lane.

New Standard Oil 
Station Now Open at 
Skinker and Clayton 


Fifteen Gas Pumps, 10 Lubri- 
cating Outfits, Special 
Greasing Department. 


Several months ago the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. junked a $30,000 in- 
vestment to build a more attrac- 
tive and convenient station at the 
southwest entrance to Forest Park. 
Theo new buildingg are of modified 
Spanish architecture in enameled, 
cream-colored brick. 

The site, a triangular piece of 
ground bounded by Skinker road, 
Clayton road and Clayton avenue, 
is well known to out-of-town mo- 
torists, as well as St, Louisans, one 
of the reasons for this being a 
large electric sign which at one 


‘time was the largest double-faced 


electric sign in the country. 

Ease and speed of servicing mo- 
torists was the first consideration 
when the station was laid out. Dou- 
ble drives; 1 5high speed, positive 
displacement gasoline pumps; 10 
lubricating outfits and five air 
standards make for efficiency. 

Two more weeks will see the 
completion of the greasing build- 
ing. Six hydraulic lifts will be 
used, these being non-rotating and 
with safety legs. Cars will not 
have to be backed off those lifts 
but can be driven in one side of 
the building »-1t out the other. 
Each pai- of lifts will have a cen- 
tral waste oil and gear lubricat 
assembly. Th- three-gear lubricat- 
ing assemblies will pick up the 
gear lubricant used through under- 
ground piping direct from a central 
covered container and delivered to 
transmission and differential units 
through meter equipment. 

Pneumatic hammer grease guns 
will be used forychassis greasing. 
These grease guns develop 10,000 
pounds pressure and can be oper- 
ated at a speed of 7500 strokes a 
minute. The guns will also be op- 
erated from a central greaSe con- 
tained, assuring gear lubricants 
and greases which are not contam- 
inated by dirt or other foreign mat- 
ter. 

The greasing plant will also have 
a centralized vacuum cleaning sys- 
tem for cleaning upholstery. 

Three hose reels for air service 
are available in the greasing build- 
ing. 

In. order to handle the electric 
current necessary, the Standard Oil 
Co. has installed a private sub- 
station of 150 k. w. capacity, the 
only known private sub-station in 
St. Louis. 

‘ Approximately 15,000 feet of wire 

were used for the illumination of 
the buildings and driveways. There 
are 12 20-foot light standards on 
the property, on which are mounted 
20 1000-watt flood lights. The in- 
terior of the service. station is 
lighted by 20 150-watt X-ray re- 
flectors. 

The signs which will be placed 
on the roof of the greasing building 
will consist of two 40-foot circles, 
set 16 feet apart, and will use 3000 
10-watt lamps and 2000 feet of 
Neon tubing.

He filed suit for divorce in 
Reno on September 28, 1926, charg- 
ing extreme cruelty, citing numerous 
instances of slappings end _ scratch- 
ings, saving she had inflicted other 
physical injuries on him and that she 
had even threatened to kill him. And 
for good measure, he threw in the 
charge that she had been too inti- 
mate with the family chauffeur and 
other men. It was plain that this 
was not to be what Reno speaks of 
as a ‘‘friendly divorce.” 

But Mrs. Elsman filed a counter 
suit and it was she who won the 
decree with a similar charge of 
extreme cruelty——-he was unreason- 
ably jealous, he had threatened her 
life with a pistol, he had choked 
her, etc., etc. 


UT of the divorce she got $203,- 
000 and the Great Neck home 
but these material possessions 
were small comfort, for custody 
of Ralph Jr. was awarded to her 
husband. Judge George A. Bart- 
lett held that she was unfit for 
the role of mother, but he grant- 
ed her permission to see. the child 
at any reasonable time in Washoe 
County, in which Reno is located. 
She was also given sole custody of 
the boy for two weeks, also in the 
court's jurisdiction, Washoe County. 
Ac Judge Bartlett’s court was to be 
a common battle ground for the Els- 
mans during the next few years, it 
is well to have a look at him. He is 
a typical product of Reno. At one 
time he was the most popular divorce 
judge.

was now, under the law, little Ralph's 
stepmother. Beatrice Elsman was 
more determined than ever before to 
regain legal control of the child. And 
when Florence Elsman gave birth to 
a daughter, she thought her case was 
cinched, for she could prove to the 
court that, with a child of her own, 
Florence would have no interest in 
or affection for little Ralph. She now 


entered suit to secure sole custody of 
the child, on the grounds that her 
character had been falsely blackened, 
that the newest Mrs. Elsman cared 
nothing for the youngster, that his 
place was with his devoted mother. 
Now she made a few charges against 
Elsman that had escaped publicity. 

She said that in 1925 her husband 
had taken 18 dope pills at one time 
and then had threatened to kill his 
son so that ‘he could never know 
what kind of father he had.’ On an 
other occasion, she charged, he locked 
her in a cabin on their yacht and kept 
her a virtual prisoner for hours. But 
it was Florence who had caused most 
of her unhappipess, she testified. 

“While under my roof as my ser- 
vant she stole my husband,” she said 
in court. 


HE testified, too, that Elsman had 

tried to buy their son from her 

for $25,000, ‘‘so Florence and he 
could have the boy.’’ “‘But I answered, 
‘My flesh and blood is not for sale.’ ’’ 
She repeated that Elsman had hired 
Florence without consulting her and 
that the climax had come when she 
found the nursemaid beating Ralph 
Jr. ‘“‘My husband lied to save her, and 
when I referred to her as ‘teacher’s 
pet,’ he said that I could go and

But 
when father and foster mother learned 
that efforts were being made to place 
the youngster under aie temporary 
guardianship, Florence Elsman made 
a long midnight journey with Ralph 
Jr. back to Reno where the court had 
jurisdiction and the guardianship 
provision could be argued endlessly, 
pro and con. 

It was not long after this strategic 
move had failed that Beatrice learned 
she might bring divorce testimony in 
to court to prove herself a fit mother 
and Ralph an unfit father. She did 
it with a vengeance. 

When Elsman had made his attempt 
at a Reno divorce, he had brought his 
chauffeur, Patsy Muenguerra to Reno 
to testify about RBeatrice’s character. 
Now, with the knowledge that she 
might rake up the whole past in legal 
action for the child, she rushed back 
to New York to interview Patsy. Pat- 
sy was more than ready to tell all in 
the form of affidavits which the de 
lighted Beatrice took back to Reno 
They told how Elsman had tried to 
get his chauffeur to manufacture evi 
dence proving she had been unfaithful! 
with him and that, failing, Elsman 
himselt had faked the evidence. Pat- 
sy related in the affidavits that his 
employer had agreed to reward him 
handsomely if he would be loyal dur- 
ing the period of the divorce. He 
said further that Elsman had confided 
in bim that ‘‘he had agreed on a re- 
conciliation with his formerewife af- 
ter their estrangement so that he 
might get out to Nevada where he 
could get the baby.” 

And Patsy brought up again the 
question of Elsman's supposed influ- 
ence with Reno officials. His affidav-

How Alex F. Lewis Diverted $207,000 Intended 
for the City’s Unemployed Into His Own 
Pocket and Spent It on High Living.

DETROIT, Michigan.

pointed nonchalantly to a gleaming 

automobile outside. Brown ex- 

pressed his admiration, the young 

man shook hands and the interview 
was over. 

Brown did not notice that the car 
was a Lincoln, custom-built, while his 
visitor had introduced himself as a rep- 
resentative of General Motors Corpo- 
ration, who had just dropped in to pass 
the time of day. 

Scarcely an hour later, the same Car, 
cruising about the tree-shaded drives 
of the Michigan State College campus 
at East Lansing, was stopped by two 
detectives, its driver, the same imper- 
turbable young man, was under arrest, 
and the most colossal fraud in the his- 
tory of Detroit began to unfold. 

It is still unfolding, and the story 
of Alex F. Lewis, 35-year-old clerk, 
whose salary in the City Welfare De- 
partment was $130 a month, revealed 
that Lewis appropriated $207,000 of 
Detroit's funds——-money intended to 
feed, clothe and house its thousands 
of destitute. 

Charles J. McCormick, a_ fellow 
clerk, took $766 in the same way, al- 
though he does not appear to have 
worked with Lewis. 

Shocked by the story Lewis told, 
with a touch of pride, to Prosecutor 
Harry 8S. Toy, Detroit is already seeth- 
ing with political unrest that will reach 
a climax in the mayoralty election next 
fall, when Mayor Murphy must answer 
to the voters for his welfare policy, 
which has resulted in the expenditure 
of $1,500,000 monthly since last Sep- 
tember and has provided for a larger 
number of destitute residents than is 
cared for in any other city in the 
country. 

In his cell in the county jail Lewis 
is satisfied. He has achieved the 
front page publicity for which his 
heart craved, and for which he has fre- 
quently got himself into scrapes dur- 
ing the last 15 years. 

Newspaper men, detectives, prose- 
cutors and city officials alike are treat- 
ed by him with scorn when they seek 
to question him; he poses himself and 
his questioners for the benefit of cam- 
eramen, and on one occasion he taunt- 
ed his former chief in the Welfare De- 
partment because he had posed a group 
leaving the executive out of the pic- 
ture. 

Lewis’ story rivals that of Ponzi. As 
an impersonator and confidence man 
he has had no equal dn the Middle 
West. His very advent as a clerk in 
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A typical breadline 


in Detroit. 


the Welfare Department 
was perpetrated by a 
fraud. 

One day Thomas E. 
Dolan, general superin- 
tendent of the Welfare 
Department, received a 
call “purporting to come 
from Charles J. Fisher, 
one of the Fisher broth- 
ers of automotive fame, 
vice president of Gen- study of 
eral Motors. ‘‘Fisher” 
requested Dolan to make 
a place for a young clerk 
named Alex F. Lewis. 
‘Fisher’ said he was 
leaving for Florida next 
day and was unable to see Dolan per- 
sonally. 

Dolan told him to send him a let- 
ter and have Lewis see him. Next day 
the letter came, and Lewis after it. 
He got the job. When Lewis was ar- 
rested it. was learned that Mr. Fisher 
had never heard of him, and that the 
letter was written by Lewis on station- 
ery stolen when he worked at the 
Fisher Body Company. 

Installed as a clerk in the Welfare 
Department, Lewis lost no time in put- 
ting into operation his ‘‘system’’ for 
defrauding the thousands of homeless, 
starving auto workers thrown out of 
jobs in Detroit by the depression. 

It was part of Lewis’ job to receive 
the orders for groceries which the 
Welfare Department had issued on va- 
rious wholesale grocers in the city to 
feed the jobless. The groceries had 
already been doled out and it was 
Lewis’ task to check the orders and 
issue a voucher to the City Treasurer, 
who would in his turn make out a 
check for the amount, payable to the 
grocery firm,

matter for Lewis to make out false 

vouchers to “E,. W. Rentz & Com- 
pany,’ which was his fictitious firm, 
send these vouchers to the Treasurer 
and then, a few days later, call at the 
Treasurer's office for the check. He 
got away with this so long only be- 
cause the auditing system was so far 
behind. 

From January to May Lewis’ system 
worked without a hitch. Checks for 
as much as $45,000 were turned over 
to him at the Treasurer's office with- 
out question. When he was arrested 
two large checks awaited him at the 
office. 

Meanwhile Lewis began an orgy of 
spending that amazed the friends of 
the $130-a-month clerk. He bought a 
speedboat that Gar Wood had once lent 
his racing rival, Miss Betty Carstairs 
of England. He purchased the custom- 
built motor car in which he was ar- 
rested. He started construction of a 
$20,000 home in an exclusive Dear- 
born suburb. He built an $8000 cot- 
tage at a lake resort in Ontario. 

He took the largest safety deposit 
box available in one of Detroit's larg- 
est banks and filled it with stocks and

bonds. He acquired a third interest 
in a motor sales company and person- 
ally presided at the ‘‘grand opening,’ 
addressing the crowd that flocked to 
see the models on display. 

All this affluence he explained to his 
intimates by saying that he had run a 
small sum of money left him by his 
mother into a $90,000 ‘‘stake’’ on the 
stock market. He hired two of the 
employes of his motor sales company, 
one to be his personal chauffeur and 
the other to run his costly speed boat. 
With one of these youths he occupied 
a modest room ina Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, driving to work and parking his 
Lincoln in the police garage. 

How many ambitious plans Lewis 
had for spending the thousands he had 
mulcted from Detroit's starving unem- 
ployed will never be known. 

Certain it is that but for the sus- 
picions of two bank clerks, who 
worked where Lewis kept his money, 
the fraud might not have been discoy- 
ered for months. 

Lewis quit his job in April. The 
bookkeeping system of the Welfare De- 
partment, as revealed in the subse- 
quent inquiry, was three months be- 
hind current expenditures. Several 
times a week Lewis returned to the 
Welfare Department at night and en- 
tered more stolen vouchers, his fellow 
employes not realizing that he had 
quit. 

Two of the clerks who handled Lew- 
is’ account in the People’s Wayne 
County Bank became suspicious when 
his balance jumped suddenly from 
an average of $100 to $100,000 
within a few weeks. It was on the 
tip of these men that an investigation 
was started that led to Lewis’ arrest. 
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In the clamor 
aroused by the 
revelation of the $207,000 
theft, a thorough investiga- 
tion was undertaken in the 
Welfare Department at the 
insistence of Mayor Murphy. 
A new bookkeeping system 
was installed. Vigorous 
search, participated in by 
Lewis himself, led to the re- 
covery of over two-thirds of 
the loot, materially reducing 
the loss to Detroit. 
Lewis’ speedboat was 
found in Gar’ Wood's boat 


accessories costing $1125 
were being installed. His 
two homes, the car and his 
securities were seized. 

The investigation of the 
Welfare Department re- 
vealed that a fellow clerk,

Charlies J. Mc- 
Cormick, work- 
ing at Lewis’ 
side, had em- 
ployed precisely 
the same system 
to defraud the 
recipients’ of 
municipal aid of 
$766. McCor- 
mick swore that 
he knew noth- 
ing of Lewis’ 
d efal cations, 
and Lewis 
sneered at Mc- 
Cormick @,as a 
petty grafter. 

What manner of man 
is Lewis? Nothing short 
of a monster was pic- 
t@rea by  Detroiters, 
knowing as they do of 
the desperate circum- 
stances in which thou- 
sands of fellow citizens 
find themselves as the 
result of current unem- 
ployment. Detroit citi- 
zens have made big sac- 
rifices to help remedy 
the situation. 

To them the sight of 
starving children and 
emaciated men seeking 
fruitlessly for odd jobs 
is as familiar as the 
General Motors Build- 
ing, and that anyone 
could deliberately steal

factory, where a radio and. 


from. these unfortu- 
nates on whom the city 
was spending enough 
money to keep its 
finances in the red for 
years to come was simply unbelievable. 

Yet Lewis, laughing and joking in 
his cell, guarded day and night to pre- 
vent his possible escape or attempt at 
suicide, is far from being a monster. 
He is very much as he revealed himself 
to his fellow employes in the Welfare 
Department, where he passed as an in- 
timate of Edsel Ford and the Fisher 
brothers, whose ‘‘tips’’ on the market, 
he hinted to the men who worked with 
him, had enabled him to make his 
‘“‘pile.’’ 

At the Y. M. C. A. where he lived 
he was looked upon as a rich young 
man about town, especially after he 
had provided a banquet for the mem- 
bers of an athletic association formed 
by lodgers at the building. 

Always Lewis posed as a “‘big shot”; 
always he spent his money free- 
ly, treating his friends, talking casual- 
ly of his easy intimacy with Detroit's 
wealthiest citizens and telling vivid- 
ly of ‘‘parties’’ on which he had ac- 
companied them. 

It is necessary to go back into the 
history of this peculiar personality to 
understand him and to find an expla- 
nation, if that be possible, for his theft 
ot thousands from the destitute. 

Lewis’ father was killed in an acci- 

dent when Lew- 
is was about 15. 
A friend, then 
a fi attor- 
ney, now Judge 
Ira Jayne of the 
Wayne County 
Circuit Court, 
secured a small 
settlement for 
his mother and 
a job as char- 
woman. Lewis, 
thrown on his 
own, soon be- 
gan to exhibit 
his unusual! pro- 
pensity for get- 
[22° 2h SG 
scrapes. 
He was ar- 
rested in 1917, 
charged with 
obtaining mon- 
ey under false 
pretenses. His 
self - assurance 
and respectable 
appearance eas- 
ily persuaded 
the Judge to 
put him on pro- 
bation for a 
year. Three 
months later he 
was back in 
court, accused 
by the police of 
stealing an 
automo dile. 
Again he per- 
suaded_ the 
same Judge to 
release him. A 
month later, 
however, he came into 
court charged with pet- 
ty larceny, and this 
time he served 60 days 
in the house of correc- 
tion. 

That was during the 
war, in’ 1917. Some 
how, Lewis obtained 
the uniform of a Ma- 
jor of infantry, took a 
cab to Fort Wayne, the 
army post in Detroit, 
and easily gained ad- 
mittance. Although it 
was late at night, Lew- 
is issued orders to call 
out the 1200 Negro 
troops stationed at the 
fort, for review. 

The accompanying 
bustle roused Major 
John F. Roehl, com- 
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mandant, who rushed out and appre 


hended Lewis. Again his persuasive 


tongue stood him in good stead, and 
he was reprimanded and sent home ¢t: 
his mother. 

Police records show an almost con 
tinuous series of arrests for petty vio- 
lations, from most of which Lewis es 
caped without the usual penalty. In 
1918, however, he was caught in what 
was to become his favorite crime, im 
personation of a Federal officer, bu' 
again he talked his way out. Soo! 
after he Dbéecame, no one knows how, an 
auxiliary policeman, and his fun reall) 
began. 

Using his badge and his glib tongue 
he went all over the city in police cars, 
giving orders, bawling out city offi 
cials, reprimanding police officers and 
enjoying hugely the discomfiture he 
created. 


NCE, representing himself as 
()>: James W. Inches, then Po- 

lice Commissioner, he _ called 
the Cadillac Motor Car Company and 
asked for the loan of a car. A hug 
sedan was immediately dispatched 
and with a police chauffeur Lewis 
toured the city as ‘“Commissione! 
Inches” or “Inspector Fraser,”’ keep- 
ing up the guise for several days. 

Lewis finally found himself in se- 
rious trouble. One day he entered a 
mineral bath establishment on Gratio' 
avenue, told the proprietor he was 
under arrest on a Federal charge, anc 
took over the management of th: 
place. He ran the bath house for 15 
days, when the manager finally becam 
suspicious and had him arrested 

He was sentenced to Leavenwort! 
for two years on a charge of imper 
sonation,. but the prison  sentenc 
seemed only to heighten his appetit« 
for assuming other persons’ characte! 
Two years after his release he wa 
back in Leavenworth again for impe! 
sonation. 

Once Lewis was sent to the psyc! 
pathic department of the Univers!' 
of Michigan Hospital at Ann Arbor. H: 
was kept there under observation fo:

Through it all, though sometimes 
harried by the fact that he had to turn 
out a daily column and a weekly mag- 
azine article; Broun thrilled as much 
as the boy who pulled the fire alarm 
by mistake and found himself sur- 
rounded by the impressive fanfare and 
panoply of a great city’s fire-fighting 
apparatus. 

The whole glorious make-believe of 
the theater wheeled and spun about 
him. He was in the midst of things, 
as he has always loved to be. He 
was amazed to find the co-operation 
that the principals and _  chorines 
showed. He discovered, and _ the 
readers of his column heard about it in 
detail, that chorus girls do not come 
to the stage door in Rolls Royces, but 
in the subway; that they are hard- 
working and no wilder than other 
girls; that the stage is not the pitfall 
for girls that it has been painted.

It was Mr. Broun here, 
and Mr. Broun, what do you think of 
this routine? Dripping with perspira- 
tion, his shirt tail trailing, his trousers 
seat flapping, Broun moved bulkily 
here and there, greeting newspaper 
men and other visitors, conferring, 
suggesting, while the chorines (and a 
swell bunch of lookers, if you take 
one man’s word) danced and sang of 
“that gal they call Muchacha,’’ who 
made a peanut vendor out of someone, 
and the ‘‘pie in the sky’’ number, with 
the trick footwork over wooden boxes. 

Crusader Broun (Comrade Broun to 
the Socialists), huge and black-haired, 
with a bald spot and clothes that 
shame an elephant’s skin for that dis- 
couraged look, is one of the last can- 
didates one would pick for the title of 
‘‘most glamorous man.”

Broun has done everything that 
every clerk, salesman or executive, 
lashed to a routine, has longed to do, 
except, perhaps, run a street car. He 
has trod the paths denied the many. 
He quit college with a fillip at a 
degree and got a job as a re- 
porter. As a kid newspaper man he 
saw the seamy’ side, so attractive to 
all but ambulance doctors, experienced 
reporters and policemen. He spent an 
occasional evening reviewing new 
shows and interviewing stars in their 
dressing rooms. He became that 
Brahmin of the profession, a dramatic 
critic. Still full of enthusiasm. Be- 
fore that he had practiced sport writ- 
ing and turned out yarns that are atill 
the envy of young men who get a thrill 
out of sitting in the press box.

He doubled his war 
front by writing weekly editorials for 
magazines. 

He talked in print of just what 
pleased him. He rapped an actor and 
was dared to try it himself and see 
how he liked it.

The audience at the Palace 
liked him, too. He was good. He 
wrote critically of painting, and it was 
suggested that perhaps he was a paint- 
er, too. He wasn’t sure, but tried it 
out. After a year or so he was selling 
his landscapes. He still paints in his 
leisure on his Connecticut farm. 

Last year, feeling he was growing 
rusty, he took a flyer in politics, al- 
though with misgivings as to his abil- 
ity to conduct a campaign. These soon 
passed. After the first try at talking 
to a street corner crowd, he liked it 
and became a political pest, speaking 
when asked, and even when not asked. 
Socialism and unemployment were his 
themes. His district, being highly silk- 
stocking, declined to send him, a So- 
cialist, to Congress. But he confound- 
ed his critics by drawing a heavy vote. 


HEN he centered on unemploy- 
ment. Castigating the Mayor for 
inaction, he atirred up the situa- 

tion, labor@tewight and day and gave 
a big impetus to the movement to sup- 
ply work in New York.

ed his own employment agency and 
placed hundreds in jobs. In between 


times he found. time to scurry here 


and there, addressing meetings, 
preaching his version of Karl Marx to 
young aspirants. He added fuel to the 
fire of indignation which led to the 
present civic investigation. A mass 
meeting under his direction helped 
bring the charges against the admin- 
istration to a show down. 

With the investigation safely in the 
hands of Referee Samuel Seabury, 
Broun went in for radio talks and won 
a big following. He then became ob- 
sessed with the notion of doing some- 
thing to put a few of the army of un- 
employed Broadwayites to wark. A 
mere handfpl gave encouragement. 

Having nothing more pressing on 
hand, Broun set about organizing his 
show, and there, ladies and gentleman, 
she stands, in the George M. Cohan 
Theater, just off the main canyon.

General Dwight F., 

Davis of'the Philippines 

has appointed him a 

member of the Insular 

Senate to represent the 
“Mohammedan population 

of the islands. It is the 
Sultan’s first political po- 
sition in the Philippine 
government. The appoint- 
ment comes to him, ap- 
parently, in recognition 
of the fact that while he 
lost official standing as 
a sovereign more than 30 
years ago, when the Unit- 
ed State took over the 
Philippines, he is. still 
the spiritual head of the 
Mohammedans of the Su- 
lu Archipelago and North 
Borneo. 

His new power as Sen- 
ator is hardly to be com- 
pared, of course, with 
that which he once wield- 
ed. Before’ the Ameri- 
cans occupied the islands, Jamalul Ki- 
ram was a ruler whose authority over 
his people was virtually unlimited. 
He could have a subject's head lopped 
of without having to bother with tedi- 
ous legal procedure or silly explana- 
tions. If one of his wives wanted a 
hhew bracelet and he happened to be 
a bit short of cash, he could summon 
a few of his subjects and plaster 
them with fines for the required to- 
tal. If he pined for sprightly entertain- 
ment he could have some likely fel- 
low brought before him and beaten or 
otherwise manhandled. All in all, the 
Sultanate was quite an interesting job, 
and George Ade couldn’t resist writing 
a show about its incumbent. ‘‘The Sul- 
tan of Sulu’’ was produced in 1902 
and was a hit. It dealt in burlesque 
fashion with the American occupancy 
of Sulu, and the character of the Sul- 
tan bore the name of the real Sultan, 
except that it was spelled with a 
hyphen: Ki-Ram.

changed when the United States took 
possession of the Philippines in 1899. 
Jamalul Kiram bowed to the inevita- 
ble. He surrendered his political 
authority to the Americans and accept- 
ed an annuity from their Government. 
He freed his slaves. He was recog- 
nized by the United States as the head 
of the Mohammedan religion in the 
Philippines, with certain rights in the 
administration of religious affairs. 
The Sultan kept a, palace on the is- 
land of Jolo,-the principal one of the 
Sulu group, hfs bodyguard and harem. 

All the Moros did not accept the 
American occupation as Jamalul Kiram 
did. For years there was guerilla war- 
fare in Sulu, as various datus, or 
chiefs, led their followers in outbreaks 
against the authority represented by 
American troops, who acted vigorous-

Sultan Jamalul Kiram 
went to the United States 
to see General Hugh L. 
Scott, with whom he had 
become friendly when the 
latter had been adminis- 
trator in Sulu. The Sultan 
put up, in New York, ata 
Broadway hotelf and ap- 
parently enjoyed greatly 
his glimpse of metropolli- 
tan life. He regretted that 
the “Sultan of Sulu” was 
no longer running, as hs 
wanted to see the show. 
He went to Washington 
and saw President Taft. 

Shortly before that, while Roosevelt 
was President, the Sultan met Alice 
Roosevelt, now Mrs. Longworth. She 
visited the Philippines, and Jamalul 
Kiram was reported to have proposed 
marriage. What purports to be an 
authentic accdtnt of the incident, 
however, relates that the Sultan did 
meet her but did not propose—merely 
presented her with a ring set with a 
fine pearl. 

The Sultan once had a harem which 
was said to have contained at times as 
many as 50 women, but he now has 
but two wives. He has no children, 
but adopted three nieces, one of whom 
attended the University of Illinois. He 
speaks little English. Posing for a re- 
cent photograph, he wore a dress suit, 
fez, diamond studs and wrist watch, 
and held a jeweled cane. 

Jamalul Kiram’s career in the Insu- 
lar Senate promises to be interesting, 
for he opposes independence for the 
Philippines. The Mohammedan Moros 
haven’t much love for the Christian 
Filipinos and the Sultan of Sulu 
thinks it is better for his people to be 
governed by the United States than by 
the people of the northern islands.

The 
guests generally got very much intox- 
icated, according to the chauffeur, 
even to the point where they had to 
have assistance to get around. 

Other witnesses for Mrs. Elsman tes- 
tified that they had seen Judge Bart- 
lett in gambling places, playing for 
high stakes with Elgman, that the 
Judge had a room all his own at the 

, Elsman ranch and that the Elsman 
stable of horses was at his disposal. 
The Judge denied everything that the 
statements implied, saying he had par- 
taken of Mr. Elsman’s hospitality and 
he hoped to do so again but that their 
friendship had nothing whatsoever to 
do with the court proceedings. 

A&A day or two later Beatrice was able 
to prove that Judge Bartlett had or- 
dered the affidavits in her divorce suit 
removed and burned. This had been a 
trump card. She had been certain that 
it would bring about Bartlett's disbar- 
ment. But Attorney-General Diskin 
let it go with a severe reprimand. 

Now, with all legal technicalities 
aside, the case began to grow really 
embittered. Both sides brought in psy- 
chiatrists. Dr. David L. Hibbs, for the 
father, said, ‘‘There is no reason in the 
world why a child needs a natural 
mother to care for it. Foster parents 
are just as good as natural mothers.”’ 
But Beatrice had her expert, too. Dr. 
Milton B. Lennon of the University of 
California testified: 


OB inate a is entirely too effem- 


inate and unversed in parental 

psychology to have the custody 
of the child. In my opinion every fa- 
ther should have the viewpoint of a 
psychiatrist on how to behave and act 
for the benefit of his child. This boy 
would be better off if his father were 
a blacksmith.’’ 

Another child expert, Mrs. Cline- 
dinst, said she had acompanied Bea- 
trice on several of her visits to Ralph 
Jr. She said that on one occasion the 
child had kicked and spit at his mother 
and when Beatrice remonstrated with 
him had said that he had been told to 
act that way by his stepmother. “lI 
really love you and I don’t wan't you 
to leave me,” the child expert quoted 
Ralph as saying. The boy also told 
his mother that his stepmother ‘“‘pound 
ed his face,’’ acording to the psychia- 
trist’s testimony. The testimony was, 
too, that the child was mentally dis- 
turbed by this apparent coaching. 

But all this was brought eut after 
the most dramatic episode in the Els- 
man's interminable court squabbles. 
At a certain moment in the course of 
the trial Elsman’s attorneys unexpect- 
edly introduced against Beatrice al- 
leged proof that she had practiced 
blackmall. “It's ai lie,” Beatrice 
shrieked and collapsed, striking her 
head on the marble floor of the room. 

“All women get that way some 
times,’ said Judge Bartlett philosoph- 
ically, recessing court several days. , 

*She was carried back on a stretcher, 
looking wan and pale, but not so wan 
and pale as she looked when she heard 
Judge Bartlett's decision. He ruled 
that the mother could see the child on- 
ly 31 hours a year—one hour a day 
each day. during the month of July. 
And that was a reduction of the time 
she had previously been granted. 

Now the scene of the battle is to be 
transferred, it is thought, to Califor- 
nia. Beatrice has it on the best author- 
ity that the Elsmans are to make their 
permanent home in Los Angeles. And 
as soon as they have been there long 
enough to establish residence, it is 
said, she intends to bring a whole new 
series of law suits. In preparation she 
herself has acquired a house in a sub- 
urd of Los Angeles and she has had a 
room specially decorated for her small 
son's use. That is how confident she 
is of winning some day.
